The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Tsen et al teach subjecting pasta in water to a retorting process. The retorting 
process is carried out under a pressure of at least 10 psi. However, there is no teaching in 
Tsen et al to carry out the retorting under repeated pressure increasing and decreasing 
within the parameters as claimed. While repeated pressurized cycle is known as shown 
by Meyer, there is no suggestion in Tsen to modify the method to use repeated cycles as 
taught by Meyer. While Meyer teaches repeated cycles of pressurization, Meyer teaches 
the use of ultra high pressure; thus, there is not suggestion or motivation to modify the 
pressure to the pressure parameter claimed..
